Residents of Southern Califor­ 
nia are urged to plant more fall 
and winter vegetable gardens In 
nn effort to avoid any possible 
future food shortage. With our 
armed forces and allies drawing 
more heavily on our food sup­ 
plier and with our farmers con­ 
fronted with a labor shortage, 
it is pointed out by A. F. Gil­ 
lette, assistant county farm ad­ 
visor, that there is a greater 
need now for winter gardens 
than probably ever before.

Crops that can be planted now 
in most districts of I.os Angeles 
county according to Gillette are 
cabbage, carrots, beets, turnips, 
spinach, onions lettuce, parsnips, 
radishes, endive, broccoli, a n d 
lauliflower.

The cabhnge, broccoli, emi!i 
flower, and onion plants are oft- 
n started in hot beds or cold 

frames. These plants should be 
exposed gradually to outdoor 
conditions In order to harden

them before planting In the ,'leld. 
One should keep ill mind that 
plants-- do best if moved on 
cloudy days or in thi' evening. 
They should he watered immed­ 
iately and shaded from the hot 
rays of the sun.
